She is a graduate of the New York 


University, and announces her deter- 
mination of studj mg medicine so as to 
make a specialty of medico-legal jur- 
isprudence. If she succeeds she will be 
the first woman m history to enter that 
very difficult branch of the profession. 


It is only of late years that it has 


been possible for women to pursue 
medico-legal studies. 
Even after they 


were allowed to practice medicine it 
was several years before the doors of 
the courts were opened to them, and 
even then the practtcal difficulties were 
so many as to prevent any of them 
from making that departure. 
Not 


that there has been any very great dis- 
crimination in the matter, because it 
has been almost a» difficult for men. 
The standards of the professions have 
been raised so high that a student 
must have a thorough primary and 
secondary education before he can en- 
ter college, which is well nigh impos- 
sible before tbe ai;e of sixteen. The 
modern college course is four years; 
the course in medical schools is now 
four years, and in the leading law 
schools is three years. 
This means 


eleven years of study, involving large 
expense and tbe deferring of the mon- 
ey-winning period to the age of twen- 
ty-seven. 


The Locality of Diaeaae. 


In an interesting article on the areas 


of disease the London Saturday Review 
remarks upon the concensus of medical 
opinion that diseases in general have 
their local habitations—some, like 
tropical animals and plants, living on- 
ly in the tropics; some, like consump- 
tion, gradually spreading over the 
whole earth, while others, like leprosy 
and small pox, are by degrees be- 
coming limited in their distribution, 
possibly tending, it may be, toward ex- 
tinction. 
On the other hand, however, 


there are regions to which diseases 
have never reached, for instance, on 
the summits of high mountain ranges 
and in the eircumpolar snowfields the 
.aatth <UUfc»tr ind-weter.-are.as!-baTr 
of tbe microbes of disease as they are 
of animal life. 
Thcr writer in the Ke- 


view admits that Sn a country like 
Britain, thickly populated for many 
centuries, and with the freest circula- 
tion of population, it cannot be doubt- 
ed that every yard of surface contains 
the germs of tbe more common dis- 
eases, and the native of some newer 
land, brought over to Britain's shores, 
falls a victim to its plague-stricken 
soil; but by generations of a destruc- 
tive elimination Britons have become 
highly resistant to their native diseas- 
es—yet not fully so, for cancer and 
consumption, two of the most common 
scourges, still bold powerful sway.

SaTvdnat Eixploniona. 


Who ever heard of sawdust explos- 


ions? They are common enough in 
Canada. Navigation on the Ottawa 
river has been seriously impeded at 
times by the explosion of sawdust, and 
tbe dominion government has at last 
decided to take steps to prevent any 
practice which will enhance the pos- 
sibility of these explosions taking 
place. One would hardly suppose that 
sawdust dumped into the river would 
in course of time reform itself into a 
gas generator which would keep the 
surface of the stream In a constant 
state of upheavat. But it is true to 
such an extent that small boats have 
been capsized and large vessels have 
been injured by the submarine con- 
vulsions. 


The bottom of the Ottawa river is 


covered with a deep layer of sawdust 
dumped there by the lumbermen, who 
have carried on their log-cutting in- 
dustry on its banks and tributaries for 
years. The dust, becoming water soak- 
ed, sinks to the bottom, and in the 
course of time rots and generates a 
highly explosive gas. The latter rises 
to the surface, each bubble being join- 
ed or reinforced by other bubbles on 
tbe way up. Contact with air seems 
to be as destructive as touckftre to this 
gas, and the moment the surface is 
reached it explodes with a loud report 
Legislation may in time do away with 
the annoyance, but even if no more 
sawdust is thrown into the stream 
henceforth, the millions of tons al- 
ready there will take a long time to 
work off their gas-generating qualities.

When w« weep and the tears roll 


down our cheeks «e are simply subject 
to an overflow of lachrymal fluid. 


Now arise* the question which the 
reader may ask: 
If the tears which 


run down our cheeks are an overflow. 
what happens to the ordinary or nat- 
ural flow which is«oing on constantly? 


Let us begin at tbe right place. 
At tbe outer corner of every eye is a 


gland— the lachrymal— which nestles 
under the overhanging bone of tbe 
forehead. This organ excretes, or man- 
ufactures, tbe fluid, which flows over 
the eyeball to tb* inner corner, and 
there it disappears through a little ori- 
fice. whence it is conducted to the nos- 
tril. 
That is why you blow your nose 


so violently and demand so many extra 
handkerchiefs when you have a cold; 
in fact you dry your tears by wiping 
your nose during that trying period. 


Now comes the question: How do 
the tears find their way to your nose? 


If you will examine -your eye In tbe 


mirror you will find a small elevation. 
upon tbe lower eyelid near tbe nose. 
Place your finger upon the lower eye- 
lid just below this small elevation, so 
as to turn it outward. 


There you will see a small bole, like 
a pin prick, and there you bave found 
the little passage which conducts tbe 
tears into tbe nostril. 
Sometimes this little orifice become*

Secretary Hay to .Frank A. Brannagan, 
the disbursing officer of the department 
ot. state, to be filed away. One copy was 
given to M. Cambon, another 'will be 
sent to U*;lted States Minister Stbrer, a 
third goes to the United States minister 
at Paris, Mr. Porter,'and a fourth copy 
to the auditor of the treasury. 


But it was neither in shining gold or 


crjsp greenbacks that the transfer was 
made. Four drafts on the United States 
treasury in* the sunv of $5,000,000 each 
had been prepared, of Jeffersonian sim- 
plicity in design and'execution—brown 
ink on slips of paper about the size of 
a. bank note, and numbered as "dip- 
lomatic, warrants. 4508-4512," Inclusive. 
They were signed Dy Assistant Secretary 
Vanderlip, in the absence of Secretary 
Gage, with a plain steel pen in a rubber 
holder. 


After receiving the $20,000,000 M. Cam- 


ban1 folded the four warrants and.put

retary Hay chatted over the speedy, res- 
toration of diplomatic relations between 
the United States and Spain, for this 
marked the very last step of the war 
negotiations.

This appointment was recommended 


by Major General MacArthur and sup- 
plemented \ ery strongly by General Otis 
In a cable dispatch received yesterday. 


General MacArthur said that the ser- 


vices of Colonel Punston during the cam- 
paign, and especially in the crossing of 
the Rio Grande river, deserve recog- 
nition such as his promotion to be a 
brigadier general; also that as a leader 
of troops Colonel Funston was especial- 
ly valuable. 


The president recognizes the services 


of Colonel Funston, and his first official 
act upon returning to Washington vvas 
to make him a brigadier general.

It was

Tipping; Very Like Gambling. 


A New York caterer, when speaking 


of the tipping evil the other day, said1 
that he would like to abolish it in, 
his place, but that this couldn't be 
done. 


"I give my waiters $25 a month and 


their board," he continued." If I were 
to offer them $60 with tipping pro- 
hibited they would one and all go' 
away. Yet I doubt whether they 
average $1 a day, which is less than 
the difference in tips. My place is a' 
modest one, you know, and few tips 
are higher than 10 cents. Many of my 
customers, too, are women who seldom 
tip at all. 


"In my opinion the attraction in tip- 


ping to a waiter, tjjat is, the reason he 
prefers it to higher wages with it pro- 
hibited, is the element of chance. He'd 
rather have $1 a day and the possibil- 
ity of making $2 or $3 more in tips 
than a certain $2, not so much because 
of the additional gain involved as be- 
cause of the uncertainty. It has the 
zest of gambling. He counts each dime 
he gets during th* day, and when the 
aggregate reaches the higher figure 
just named, if not the lower, he feels 
all the triumph of a gambler who has 
broken the bank. Take away tippng 
and you remove this stimulus which 
has added interest to his day's work, 
and deprive him of what has made his 
toil a comparatively pleasure. Even 
when he sets less than the sum I think 
my waiters average $1, he feels like the 
gambler who considered that next to 
the pleasure of winning was that of 
losing"
